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Eritrichium is typified by E. tianum , which was based on Myosotis nana L. The validity of M. nana (pub¬ 
lished in Amann, Fl. Alp. 13.1756) has been questioned. The protologue is: Myosotis nana Bocc. T. 107 (1697). 

The Linnean Typification Project (2012) does not list this name on its website. IPN1 (2012b) treated M 
nana L. as invalid and provided a remark: “The name doesn’t appear in any of Linnaeus’s later works and it is 

thought to be an abbreviated reference to Boccone’s phrase name (Museo Piante Rare Sicil. 1.107.1697) not the 
publication of a new binomial (C. Jarvis, pers. comm.).” 

After a discussion with IPNI s editorial staff at Kew, the name Myosotis nana is deemed valid and the above 

remark is revised to: The name is thought by some to be an abbreviated reference to Boccone’s phrase name
